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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment received 9/5/06. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 9- 
14, and 16 were amended. Claims 21-27 were added. Accordingly claims 1-2, 5-7, 9- 
14, 16, and 21-27 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-2, drawn to a network system in which when a radio terminal 
enters a radio area of the radio base station, it is configured to transmit the 
request message after receiving the notification message via the first 
interface of a plurality of interfaces, classified in class 709, subclass 239. 

II. Claims 5-7, 9-14, 16, 21-27, drawn to a packet transmission network in 
which an IP packet is encapsulated, encapsulated and protocol 
processing is performed on a first sub-network on behalf of the radio 
terminal, classified in class 709, subclass 230. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
